At this last 
meeting , ARNAUTOFF led the discussion as to Christmas donations to Russian 
children in the Kardimovsky Children's Home. ARNAUTOFF also anounced he _ 
was to serve as a manber of the Educational Program Committee for 1946.

A general discussion 
followed the reading of this letter and a general denouncement of CHURCHILL 
for his war-mongering and inciting of Soviet hatred.

It was) 
also decided that the RAS would allot $500. 00 for this propaganda. 


On 3/22/46 ARNAUTOFF attended a meeting of the Executive Committee

At a regular meeting of the Executive Committee of the RAS, 
Soviet Vice-Consul AFANASIEV was present and acted as chairman of the meeting, 
He announced that communications have been received at the Soviet Consulate in 
San Francisco advising of the growing dissension among the RAS members. He 
stated that the Soviet consular officials thought a great deal of the work of 
the RAS and that this meeting was called to find the cause of the trouble, and 
if possible, to patch it up. He then asked for frank discussions and for 
everyone to speak his mind. A very heated discussion followed, from which it 
was evident that there are two factions within the RAS--one faction headed by 
ARNAUTOFF and the other by DET TRIXZEMOVASKY , vice-president of the group. 
ARNAUTOFF during this discussion was accused fof being dictatorial and rude, 
and was also charged with having been a former White Army officer. ZEMOVASKY 
was accused of blocking every move that was for the benefit of the Society, of 
associating with Trotskyites, and of being anti-Semitic, The informant reported 
that only the able chairmanship of AFANASISV_ kept the meeting from breaking 
into an open fight, and. at the conclusion of' the meeting, he asked all present 
to forgive and forget and continue their work of helping the Soviet Union, 


This informant advised that ARNAUTOF! was present at and acted as 
chairman of the executive committee meeting held on September 13, 1946, the 
regular meeting held on September 20, 1946, and the executive board meeting held 
on September 20, 1946. ; 


\v At the regular meeting held on October 4, 1946, a report of 
the#i11-Siav Conference was. given by JOHMMORLOEF ORLOFF told of the great 
enthusiasm oVer messages received from Stalin and Tito. He brought to the 
meeting a bottle’ of{Russian-made Vodka, a gift’ from JACOBMEOMAKIN, former 
Soviet Consul—General in San Francisco, presently stationed in New York. This 
Vodka was divided and toasts to Stalin were drunk, 


; ARNAUTOFF was also present at the regular meeting of the 

society held on October 18, 1946, and the executive board meeting held on 
October 25, 1946. At the regular meeting on November 1, 1946, ARNAUTOFF made 
a motion for the RAS to affiliate with the Russian League of America. He urged 
that the RAS join the League so more Russians could be reached and converted 
into friends of the Soviet Union. , 


On November 3, 1946,/ a meeting of the Communist faction of: the 
RAS was attended, among others, byfARNAUTOFF, and‘ his wife, LYDTA, At this 
‘meeting, the election of officers for 1947 was discussed, and it was decided -

Communist Party line. The name of ANNA JURGENSON. was suggested for the 


office of Vice President, but as she is 1 “Soviet ¢4 itizen, it was decided to | 
ask the Soviet Consulate for approval of this act. Also discussed at this 
meeting were plans to dominate and influence the Russian League of America 
from a Communist angle. ARNAUTOFF stated at this meeting that he had desired 
to resign as president of the RAS but that Party officials had insisted that 
he remain in this post. 


ARNAUTOFF was in attendance at the regular meeting of the Society 
held on November 15, 1946, and served as chairman of the executive board 
meeting held on November 22, 1946. At this latter meeting, it was decided - 
to combine the celebration of Red Army Day with a dinner and entertainment. 
‘The entertainment committee was directed to contact the Soviet Consulate for 
approval: of these plans. 


At the meeting held on November 295 1946, ARNAUTOFF announced 
that on December. 11, 1946, the Society would hear a lecture on "Dangers of a 
Third World War," ty one}KUSANIN, who was well-known among the New York Russian 
colony. 


On December 20, 1946, at the regular meeting of the Society, it 
was decided to send a telegram to STALIN from the Soviet Consulate congratulating 
him, STALIN, on his sixty-seventh birthday.

Some of the members 
present wanted to dissolve the League, but™ Gt was "argued ed that it was very impor- 
tant to the Russian-American Society's work in behalf of the Soviet Union, It 
was decided that the League should promote a Russian festival to consist of 
Russian dances and music in conjunction with the American—Russian Institute.

At the regular meeting held on February 21, 1947, a heated 


debate arose regarding the use of money of the Society. VICTOR AFANASIEV 


was quoted as saying that the money should be used on Soviet propaganda rather 
than using it to help children in the Soviet Union. The Society voted to 
use the money. for propaganda work. 


VICTOR. ~ARNAUTOFF served as chairman of a celebration held 
on February 22, 19475 honoring the birthday of George Washington and the 
Twenty-Ninth Anniversary of the Soviet Army of the USSR, KONSTANTINPEFREMOV , 


Soviet Consul-General, was present and gave a speech at this “me: meeting. 


At the meeting held on March 14,°1947, ARNAUTOFF gave a talk 
during which he called attention to the reactionary policy of President 
TRUMAN in Greece and added that TRUMAN's actions will affect our relations 
with Russia. He invited the members to express. their opinion of TRUMAN's 
actions. The consensus of opinion of thé. ihéhbersOf:the Society was that 
TRUMAN's policy was very reactionary and would bring no good to America and the 
world in general, It was stated that this action would strengthen Fascism in 
Greece and Turkey, promote reaction in the United States, and eventually lead 
to war with the Soviet Union. It was decided that the task of the RAS was to 
fight these policies at all costs. A committee was elected to (1) draft a 
resolution to be sent to the White House, condemning President TRUMAN, (2) 
contact other progressive organizations for the purpose of organizing a huge 
protest meeting, (3) start a movement to change the constitution in such a way 
that people of low intelligence could not be elected to high offices in the 
United States Government. 


ARNAUTOFF acted as chairman of the Executive Board meeting held 
on March 7, 1947, at which time plans for the year 1947 were discussed. It was 
decided that recruiting should be intensified and more attention given to public 
meetings and affairs. 


¥ At the meeting of the Executive Board held on March 23, 1947, 
MAYSPECK, a member of the Society, was directed to get a resolutions committee 
together andiwrite a resolution + condemning President TRUMAN for his policy in 
Greece. 


At the meeting of the executive board on April 4, L947, a 
gona tion of $10 was voted to the People's World, Communist dominated newspaper, for 
May Day. It was also announced that at the next membership meeting, moving

and February 8, 1952, ad Iwised that Mrs, LYDEAANNAUTOFF. had been employed 
by the Soviet Government i Purchasing Commissi6n, the San Francisco Ship 
Supply Company, and Amtorg Trading Corporation. T-~l/ recalled that Mrs. 
ARNAUTOPF had a long period of employment with the two Soviet agencies. 
in San Francisco, and it was his impression that her sympathies definitely 
lean toward the USSR. 


He felt that she was trying to assist the Soviets in any way 
possible, and he commented that she was the head secretary in the Soviet 
commercial establishment in San Francisco for a long period of time. He 
. “commer:ted thes shs has a son in the arny, but that he at one time thought 
i % that sne was a menber of the Communist Party, although she had never 
‘acknowledged this to him. He characterized Mrs, ARNAUTOF? as a brilliant 
office worker and « person who was very highly regarded by her Soviet 
superiors. He also recailed that she was at the Soviet Consulate in San 
Francisco on practically all social occasions and was often there at other 
times. He felt that she was in a position to know more of the secrets of 
the Scviet personnel stationed in San Francisco than anyone, and’ he added 
that uris wovld be particularly true during the vears of World War if. 

He recelled that on numerous occasions, Mrs, ARNAUTOFF worked ave in the 
offices, but he expressed the opinion that he doubted she was actively 
engaged as au inteiligence agent for any of the Soviet representatives, 


T-1 stated that. he has met Mrs. ARNAUTOFF on the streets of 
San Francisco a few times subsequent to the closing of the Soviet commer- 
cial offices, and on one occasion she telephoned him asking if he had 
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any work for her. T-1 recalled that during the fall of 1951, at the. time 
of the Japanese Peace Treaty Conference, which was held in September, he 
met Mrs. *RNAUTOFF on the street, and she indicated that her husband, 
MRS, VICTOR{ ARNAUTOF®, wanted to talk with T-1. Shortly thereafter, T-1 
received a telephone call.from VICTOR ARNAUTOFF. He recalled VICTOR 
saying words to the effect "Can-you help our friends find a place to 
stay?", and T-1 knew that he was referring to the Soviet delegation to 
the Japanese Peace Treaty Conference .as the Sa Francisco papers were 
replete with stories concerning Soviet representatives seeking housing 
facilities for the group.

17 advised that the cards received by ARNAUTOFF as of 1952 are not 
the type of QSL cards received at that.address prior to 1950. He stated, 
that the present cards received there are few in number and are worded 
to indicate that the sender of the card has received radio messages in 
the past (date usvally indicated), and the sender is curious to lmow if 
that particular. station is still operating. 1-17 stated that this would 
indicate that the radio station has not been in operation ,for some time 
at 1007 Washington Street, Colma, probably since MICHAETy RNAUTOFF moved 
from that address in late 1950. MICHAEL. ARNAUTOFF is the son of VICTOR 
ARNAUTOF?, who presently resides in the Los meeles, California, area. 
T-17 stated that MICHARL is known te have been interested in short wave 
(nam) radio... ' ; 


San Frencisco T=2, on March 29, 1952, advised that he has 
visited the home of ARN/UTOFF at 1007 Washington Street, Colma, California, 
on numerous occasions and has never observed any radio equipment of any 
type, other than the usual cormercial receiving set.

The FCC maintains a card index of licensed radio transmitters 
according to address and all cards for Colma, Daly City, and Broadmoor were 
checked without locating anything pertinent to this inquiry. In. addition, 
the file referred to as'"Fixed Portables" was checked negatively and this 
file includes data regarding operators of transmitters who have changed 
their addresses. 
Electronics Engineer F. V. SLOAN advised that his records 
do not indicate any complaints have been received from the Broadmoor — 
area regarcing radio or TV interference and this would have been likely 
if a transmitter had been operating there. SLOAN stated that he handled 
the investigation of complaints and does not recall any incidents that 
would suggest the existence of a radio transmitter in the Broadmoor 
Village area. 


SLOAN stated that "QSL" (acknowledgement cards) are usually 
exchanged between amateur operators within a reasonable period following 
. the receipt of a radio transmission. In some cases jthese "ASL" cards.

. SLOAN expressed the opinion that if a "Ham" operator had had - 
a transmitter at 1007 Washington Street, Colma, and if the equipment 
was still there, one could expect to- find a transmitting antennae still 
in position. He thought it would be unlikely that such an antennae would. 
be removed until such time as the transmitting equipment was taken from 
the premises. _ . | ; 7 
SLOAN stated that radio monitoring is done by the FCC at its 
Livermore. “onitoring Station and is on a 2h-hour basis but only one 
operator is'on duty during the night hours. Despite this limitation, 
SLOAN feels that the FCC would become aware of any unauthorized radio 
transmissions if there was any volume. to the traffic. He ‘feels that 
‘ either the FCC or people regularly assigned to the channels being used 
would notice the traffic and report it. He added that the "Hams" are 
not permitted to relay messages in code or cipher, and aif a station was 
to handle such ‘traffic on the amateur bands some of the "Hams" would 
pick up the broadcast and be very suspicious of.it, with resulting not-- 
ification to FCC. "Hams" are permitted to handle. messages in foreign 
ianguages, including the Russian language, but are not permitted: to send 
- ‘traffic in the Russian Commercial Code. 
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On May 10, 1982, Agent visually observed ‘the subject's. rés- 
idence in Colma and noted that there is no external evidence of a radio 
receiving or transmitting antennae, nor is there a TV aerial in evidence. 
It.is recognized that a concealed antennae is not difficult to construct / 
and a temporary transmitting antennae is sometimes erected about the time 
the traffic is handled and is removed from sight as jsoon as the trans-+ 


missions are completed. i 


San Francisco’ T-17 has indicated that the "QSL" cards which 
have been noted refer to radio traffic in years gone by rather than current 
traffic. JRNAUTOFF's son, MICH4EL, was apparently interested in radio 
but moved from Colma in late 1950 and has been in Los Angeles since that’ 
time. If he had radio transmitting equipment he may; have taken it with 
him at -the time he moved.
